No. S.R.O.ACT/1-1072, WHEREAS certain draft of bye- 
laws in supersession of the bye-laws regulating the registra- 
tion of Rickshaws, Coolies, Horses and Ponies in the Canton- 
ment of Kasauli, published with the notification of the Punjab 
Government No. 429, dated the 29th Inly, 1908, which the 
Cantonment Board, Kasauli, proposes to make was published 
with the notice of the Cantonment Board No, Act/1-2697, 
dated 1 27th January, 1977 as required by sub-section (1) of 
Section 284 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924) for 
inviting objections or suggestions till the 28th February, 1977. 

AND WHEREAS the said nolice was put on the Canton- 
ment Notice Board on the 27th January, 1977. 

AND WHEREAS no objections or suggestions were 
received from the public by the Cantonment Board, before 
the specified date. 

AND WHEREAS the Central Government have duly 
approved and confirmed the said draft of the bye-laws as 
required by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the said Act. 

NOW, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by clauses (25), (26) and (27) of section 282 read with sec- 
tion 283. of the said Act and in supersession of the bye-laws 
regulating the registration of Rickshaws, Coolies, Horses and 
Ponies in the Cantonment of Kasauli, published with the noti- 
fication of the Punjab Government No. 429, dated the 29th 
July, 1908, the Cantonment Board, Kasauli hereby makes the 
following bye-laws, namely ; — 

1. SHORT TITLE AND COMMENCEMENT 

(1) These bye-laws may be called the Kasauli Canton- 
ment (Registration of Rickshaws, Job Porters, Hor- 
ses. Mules and Ponies) Bye-Laws, 1977, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the official gazette. 

2. HORSES, MULES AND PONIES 

(a)(1) No horse, rule or pony shall ply for hire within the 
limits of the Cantonment of Kasauli (hereinafter in 
these bye-laws referred to as the Cantonment) with- 
out a licence. 

(2) The licence shall be granted by the Board after the 
animal has been inspected and passed. 

(3) The animal shall be passed only if found physically 
fit. 

(4) The animal shall be well-fed, in good condition, 
well, broken, sufficiently sound and free from any 
dangerous vice. 

(5) The saddle, girths, bridle and reins shall be in good, 
sound and serviceable condition. 

(6) The animal shall be not less than one meter in 
height. 

(7) The animal shall be brought for inspection whenever 
ordered by the Executive Officer. 

(8) The fee for licence shall be as follows : — 

Ridding horse, pony or mule 

per animal /per annum . . Rs. 9.00 

For 6 months . . Rs, 6.00 

(9) The following shall be the conditions subject to 
which a licence may be granted, namely : — 

(i) No animal shall be used, nor any accounter- 
ments which has not been passed. 

(ii) Not more than the authorised fares shall be 
demanded. 

(iii) No proprietor of a licenced horse shall refuse 
such horse for hire without reasonable amt 
sufficient cause, the burden for proving which 
shall lie upon him. 
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(iv) When a licenced horse is transferred during the 
currency of the licence the name of the trans- 
feree shall be duly reported by the transferor 
to the Executive Officer who shall substitute 
it in the licence for that of the transferor with- 
out further payment. 

(v) The owner or syce shall have the licence in 
possession and produce it for inspection when 
so required by the hirer or by an officer duly 
authorised by the Board in this behalf. 

(vi) The owner or syce accompanying the animal 
shall have a badge with number which shall 
be provided by the Board oij payment of 
Rs. 3/- every year. 

(vii) No animal shall be used which is unfit for work 
by reason, of over-fatigue, debility, emaciation, 
injuries, lameness or raws. 

(viii) No animal shall be ill treated. 

10. Each licence shall be valid for a period of not exceed- 
ing twelve months only and that period shall conclude with 
the year. 

(b) RATES FOR HIRE HORSES, MULES AND PONIES. 
Within Canlonmerti limits : — 

For the first hour of hiring or part thereof Rs. 4.50 

For the subsequent hour of hiring per hour or part there- 
of Rs. 3.00 

3 . RICKSHAWS. 

(1) No rickshaw shall ply for hire within the limits of 
the Cantonment, without a licence. 

(2) The licence shall be granted by the Board after the 
rickshaw has been inspected and passed. 

( 3 ) The conveyance shall be strong and well construc- 
ted in all its parts, and provided with cushions, hood 
uppron and lamp, as the case may be. 

(4) The conveyance shall be brought for inspection 
whenever ordered by the Executive Officer. 

(5) The licence fee for rickshaws shall be as follows : — 

Per annum or part thereof Rs. 15.00 

(6) The following shall be the conditions subject to 
which a licence may be granted, namely : — 

(i) No rickshaw shall be used which has not been 
passed. 

(ii) Not more than the authorised fares shall be 
demanded. 

(iii) No owner of a licenced rickshaw shall refuse 
such rickshaw upon hire without reasonable ami 
sufficient cause, the burden of proving which 
shall lie upon him. 

(iv) When a licenced rickshaw is transferred during 
the currency of the licence the name of the 
transferee shall be reported by the transferror 
to the Executive Officer who shall substitute it 
m the licence for that of the transferror with- 
out further payment. 

(v) The owner shall have the licence in his posses- 
sion and produce it for inspection when so 
required by the hirer or by an officer duly 
authorised by the Board in this behalf. 

(vi) Each rickshaw shall have a number Icgiblv 
painted on the back which shall be allotted bv 
the Board, 


(vii) No rickshaw shall be used which has any of its 
parts broken or deficient. 

(7) The licence shall be valid for a period of not ex- 
ceeding twelve months and that period shall con- 
clude with the year. 

(8) Maximum fares shall be charged for the hire of a 
rickshaw with four job porters within the Canton- 
ment limits shall be as follows 

(a) For the first kilometer or part thereof 

Rs. 5.00 

(b) For each subsequent hour of halt or part there- 
Rs. 3.00 

Tn case the hired rickshaw remains stationery at a parti- 
cular place, the charges for halt per hour shall be as follows 

(a) For the first hour of halt or part thereof 

Rs. 4.00 

(b) For each subsequent hour of halt or part there- 
of Rs. 2.00 

4. JOB PORTERS. 

(1) No Job Porters shall ply for hire within the limits 
of the Cantonment unless he has obtained a licence 
from the Cantonment Board which shall be issued 
free of charges. 

(2) The licence granted to a job porter plying for hire 
shall be subject to the following conditions, namely:- 

(a) A job porter shall not be required to carry a 
load more than 30 K.G. in weight. 

(b) A job porter shall, while plying for hire 
wear on his arm a brass badge which shall be 
supplied by the Board every year on payment 
of Rs. 3/- and in case he is found without the 
badge his licence shall be forthwith cancelled 
by the Board. 

(c) A job porter shall be dressed in decent and clean 
clothes to the satisfaction of the Executive Offi- 
cer. 

(3) The maximum fare to be charged by the licenced 
job porter shall be as follows ; — 

(a) In the case or any distance not exceeding half 

a K.M Rs. 1.00 

(b) Ini the case of any distance exceeding half a 

K.M. but not exceeding one K, M 

Rs. 2.00 

(c) Tn the case of anv distance exceeding one 

K.M Rs. 3.00 

Provided that if the job porter is detained for any period 
exceeding half an hour an additional payment of -/2S Paisc 
per hour shall be paid to him, 

EX PLAN A TION : 

The commission of the job porter’s Chowdhry is included 
in the amount specified above. 

5, PENALTY FOR BREACH OF BYE-LAWS. 

Any person who contravenes any of these bye-laws shall be 
punishable with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees 
and in the ease of a continuing contravention, with an addi- 
tional line which may extend to twenty rupees for every day 
durinig which such contravention continues after conviction 
for the first such contravention.
